Mr. Diefenbaker Is the sponsor 
of Ithe proposed Bill et Rights, 
which, is being. introduced in the 
cufraht session of Parliament, and 
is also thk Chairman of his party 
Coinmittce en 'Justice.

be a waste ef money. •. "

Racial Discrimination at McGill 
will be the subject of a meeting 
today at S p.m. in the N.F.C.U.S. 
.room in the t>asement of the Union, 
Mike Oliver, Chairman of the new- 
ly-created N.F.C.U.S. racial dis- 
crimination panel, announced last 
night. 

This panel will continue Ui^ work 
of the McGill anti-dlscrlminatton 
committee, an unofficial body that 
was set up last summer by a group 
of students. This cornmittee con- 
ducted research on the questi'on ef 
alleged discrimination against cer- 
tain minority inroups on this cam- 
pus. 

From the research findings a re- 
port was drawn up, but it was felt 
that the information was ' inade- 
quate. As a eonsequenct, the com- 
mittee decided that official status 
would enhance the avallablfity of 
further pertinent. information, the 
committee is now a panel of the 
McGill N.r.C.U.S. : ■ - — 

Chairman Oliver stated that with 
this new status, a much mwe thor- 
ough investigation Into this '"im- 
portant question" could be accom- 
plished. "The establishment of this 
official body," he 'continued, "will 
allow a broadening of the work 
that will Include an 'examination 
of discriminatory^ ■ policies on the 
campus itself espMiaHy with* refer- 
ence to fraternities." He further 
stated that the success of this com- 
mittee's work would 'lie In active 
participation by the student body. 
A large attendance at tonight's 
meeting was necessary and desir- 
able, he concluded.

for world citizenship. 
' Bom in -London, Ont., and edu- 
cated at McGill and the University 
of Chicago, Dr. Edwards was a col- 
orful national figure.

him for teaching, "the heresy of 
evolution.!* Later he was the sub- 
ject of investigations by the -New 
York State Legislature after 'he 
had exposed political corruption.

Stanley, recruiting officer, and had 
medical examinations last night, a 
report revealed. 

Follo\ylng ;simi]ar training sched- 
ulel being conducted by the Army 
and' the Navy, the R.CA.F..haB in- 
stiuted a training plan for students 
who will attend 'service camps dur- 
ing ihe summer months for three 
years. 

Out of the many possible stu 
dents who could Join the group, 
only fifteen, have : so far shown 
their willingness. 

Flt-Lt. Stanley expressed sur 
prise at a' small turnout and hoped 
that more students would apply 
for entrance to the plan today from 
2-4 p.m. in the officers' mess of the 
gym. He also stressed the fact that 
he would be at Dawson tonight be- 
tween the hours of 7 and 10 pjn.

The following general qualifica- 
tions are required of 'students' un- 
dertaking the training plan.

Loss by 2-1 
Count in 
Both Debates 



At last night's Inler-Univcr- 
sity debate; the visiting Bishop's 
College team took a close two- 
to-one decision from the McGill 
debaters. Shather and Beaton 
upholding the affirmative, "Re- 
solved that the veto power con- 
tributes to the effective work- 
ing of the United Natons", lost 
by only three points of a possi- 
ble total of 600 points allowed 
each team. 

The negative side was ably de- 
fended by McVie and Pilgrim of 
the Bishop's College teem whose 
outstanding ability proved quite^a 
challenge. Lapralrie and Raymond 
representing McGill at Ottawa also 
suffered defeat in a two-to-one de- 
cision. 

Conrad Shatner in opening the 
debate challenged that unanimity 
of the great powers was so to 
speak a guarantee of the interests 
of the Unltéd Nations as a whole, 
he went on to say that unanimity 
was not adopted by chance but af- 
ter thorough and lengthy discus- 
sion, and that recognition of this 
principle reflected the desire of the 
United Nations to safeguard se- 
curity. 

In support of the 'negative. Bis- 
hop's McVie contended that the 
United Nations had not achieved 
its aim to settle strifes with justice 
to both parties. He also raised the 
question of good faith in the Big 
Five— if they have ho intention to 
wrong, then why the veto? Ha 
further pointed out that the Big 
Five were the only nations in a 
position to break peace and the 
only ones able to veto. 

Without the veto, the Great 
Powers would never have origin- 
ally Joined and would today with- 
draw, was the point brought up by 
Beaton, speaking for McGilL The 
aim of the U.N. is ultimate world 
peace and to 'attain this end the 
great powers are needed, he point- 
ed out and continued to show that 
the ■ policy of brotherhood which 
was being created by the . dally dis- 
cussion of representatives of the 
Powers was a means to attain 
peace. He felt that the veto would 
in time fall into disuse as. cooper- 
ation and confidence mounted with-' 
In the Big Five. , 

Pilgrim, of Bishop's team, main- 
tained that the U.N.O. was chiefly 
concerned with their own interests 
rather than those of world peace. 
Small nations could not feel secure, 
he stated, when they realized that 
the larger powers had only their 
conscience to check them. 

In Ottawa, Lapralrie challenged 
first on the grounds that veto 
power doesn't allow the enforce-

With acme of tlie more important election! 
in the offing, thii may be the best time for 
members of the Students Society to reconsider 
rationally an action taken at last year's series of 
nèetings on changes in the Society's constitu- 
tion. The action was the approval of the figure 
fiOO for a quorum marking any meeting of tiie. 
Society as official. It has appeared from time 
to time this session that this figure is far too 
high and is serving in thé nature of a^braSe 
pn any official action by the students at largè. 

It may be vtM to point out that the 500 
figure was àpproved by many on the groundp 
that it is less than 10 per 'cent, of the enrol- 
ment of rèj;ùlàr ùndergràduatéa and tiiat* léss 
titan 10 per cent, is not truly représentative of 
itude|it opinion. Howèver, we hav* setti that'ln 
a spécifie casé which hai roused the passions of 
a large numbar of students —'thé casé of Du- 
pleess vs. Roncarelli — only some 450 members 
. of Jhei.Sqciety could bè induced by any means 
tolufii^ut. As a result, McGill students could 
do nothing as an official group. Perhaps' riiaiiy 
members feel that this a good thing — that un- 
less the 500 can bé gathered nothing should be 
done by McGill students as such. Such an at- 
titude is. negative arid dangerous — dangerous 
in that iV-will sen-e to stiflé any initiative still 
left in our student body conoerning questions of 
political and social import. 

The background of the approval. of thé 600 
figure is very.interestihg/ as anyone who atténdèd 
. thé meetings involved can well testify. It hap- 
pened that figurés of 200 and SSO wèr'e plac^ed 
on thé floor.. The first was^àèféàled easily whén 
the tenor of the meeting allowed a practice of 
name-calling to exist and the L.P.P. Club was 
ooanected with the 200 figure. Howevér, thé 

'perfectly logièal and generally approvéd figure 
of 350 was similarly refused by the m.eeting 
■when the general fear of pdeljurc groups was 
carfièd over. - Thé néict mééing.then approved

If ve want "a Students Socity ritèèting to be 
a rarity and any official expression of sttident 
opinion to bé a thing of the past, then perhaps 
we should keep thé present arrangement. But,
